They continued to come, and 
an hour later the themometer registered 47— 
still they came; at 9:15 the mercury was halted 
at 39% and the big park was fairly jammed 
with a regular ‘Saturday Night’ crowd.

SPECULATORS WIN 


New York Ordinance Designed To Prevent Agen- 
cies Charging Exorbitant Prices for The- 
ater Tickets Is Withdrawn—Sharks 
May Now Work Unmolested 


New York, May 13.—The ordinance aesigned 
to do away with ticket sp culation, recently 
passed by the Board of Aldermen, was with- 
drawn yesterday because of the protests of the- 
etrical managers and the proprietors of theat- 
rical ticket agencies. The managers protested 
against the Mayor signing it on the ground that 
it would make them liable for the sale of a 
ticket by anyone for more than the published 
price. The agencies declared that it was an 
unwarranted interference with a legitimate busi- 
ness. 

The ordinance was withdrawn 1olowing a 
conference betwien the Mayor on the one hand 
and President McAneny and the Aldermanic 
Committee that drew the measure. It was de- 


cided to appoint a citizens’ committee to co 
oper2te with the aldermen in drafting a new 
ordinance. The members are Adolph Ochs, Al- 
derman William D. Brush, Alderman W. Fer- 
dinand Quinn, Arthur Train, George M. Ball, 
Commissioner of Licenses William B. Crowell, 
Oren Root, Michael Furst, Winthrop Ames, 
Augustus Thomas and Francis Wilson, Chair- 
man of the Actors’ Equity Association. 

The ordinance, which was withdrawn, pro- 
vided that the price of every ticket should be 
printed on its face, and that no ticket should 
be sold for more than its face value. It gave 
the Police Commissioner power te revoke the 
license of any place of amusement the tickets 
of which were sold for more than the face value. 
This would have abolished the ticket agencies.

PARIS NEWS LETTER 


Paris, Apri] 80.—The sensation of the week 
here was the closing of the Odeon, which, after 
the Comedie-Francaise, is probably the must 
impestent theater in the country. 

cause of the closure was purely and 
simply that the house was losing moucy band 
over fist. 

The second big event was the appo'ntment of 
a new Mabager of the Odeon by Minister of | 
Public Instruction Viviani, to succeed Andre 
Antvine, who, for several years, struggled to 
make the house a success aud who finuaily gave 
up in despair—and, perbaps, a little in disgust. 

Paul Gavault, the dramatist, whose play, My 
Aunt Frem Honfleur, was recently reviewed in 
this column, is the new manager, He has not 
announced his plans as yet, but, in a general 
way, be intends reducing expenses a8 much as 
possible. It is understood, too, that ne more 
costly productions will be staged at the Odeon. 
The new director will play and produce works 
in a simpler way. Antoine was noted for the 
magnificence of his productions, every detail 
being worked out to perfection. 

The Odeon players are pretty badly hit by 
the premature clusing of the playhouse. Some 
ef them, the younger ones, will have a haru 
time tiding over the coming summer. Tie sea 
son does mot open bere until well into October, 
or even iater, so at least a few of the Odeon 
Cempany will fiad it hard picking uitil then 
Salaries here are less than in America, and 
even on the other side of the pond sudden 
closings often work hardships. 


Director Antoine is not one of the least 
bard bit. He threatens to go bankrupt and 
Says that he wil] uniess the government pay- 
him the $25,000 due on the subsidy. According 
to him, the c.osure Was necessary. 

“Do you know bow much the Odeon took 
im last night?’ he asked the correspondent. 


“And remember this is right in the middie of 
the big season in Paris, the city being filled 
with wealthy visitors, all looking for amuxe- 
ment. Well, the Odeon took in exactly $64.60 
From this sum must be subtracted $14 for tle 
day's advertising, which leaves $50.60 to pay 
all the actors, actresses, stage hands, elec 
tricans and the rest. This was for the third 
representation of the revival of Comme les 
Fevilles. Psyche was losing $160 a night. 
L’Arlesienne played three nights in success.op 
to an average of $250 a performance. 

‘““To make a long story short, Baron d'Estour 
nelles de Constant (the Senator named as 
acting director after Antoine resigned) was 
faced with two alternatives, either be had to 
close the theater or stand a loss of from 
$25.000 to $30,000 by June.’’ 

The government has done a good business at 
the Odeon no matter bow the situation turns 
Anteine leaves as one item about $212,000 
worth of scenery and properties. The annua! 
subsidy givem the Odeon is but $20,000.

Other features of the 
fete will be the Human Rosebud Parade, in 
which over 10,000 school children will take part 
in fancy drills; the floral vehicle and motor 
ear procession, in which many thousands of 
natural roses and other blooms will be used for 
decorations: the picturesque civic, fraternal, 
industrial end military parade; the illuminated 
electrical float pageant, and the annual Rose 
Show 

Charles 1. Moore, secretary of the Kittson 
County Agricultural Society, Hallock, Minn., 
writes as follows: “In this northern country 
where crops mature a little later than farther

The only conflict is in the cases of Hanford and 
Riverside, and it is held that these fairs will 
not interfere with each other because of the fact 
that they are so widely separated.

Secretary William P. Engelman, of the Kala- 
mazoo (Mich.) Fair, is putting forth all efforts 
to have the largest as well as the most enter- 
taining fair ever held in that city. Large 
attractions are being booked, and he expects 
to have a wonderful showing of live stock. In 
previous years the fair has been all that was 
promised, and Mr. Engelmann deserves credit 
for the way he has conducted all past enter- 
tainments.

The 1914 fair of the La Porte County Agri- 
cultural Association, La Porte, Ind., will be the 
62d consecutive exhibition. This fair was one 
of the first county fairs to put on night shows 
and use vaudeville acts to entertain the people 
between race heats. The association is arrang- 
ing to send the winners in 22 classes in the 
agricultura] department to the short course at 
Purdue University this year. The fair grounds 
and track are now being remodeled and placed 
in a condition second to none in that part of the 
country. ‘This fair has been one of the largest 
and most successful exhibitions beld in the 
Middle West dur'ng the past ten years. Clean 
management, up-to-date methods, judicious ad- 
vertising in The Billboard and newspapers have 
made this fair what it is. The fair will be 
held from August 25 to 28, with James E. 
Bowell acting as secretary, and J. A. Terry, 
superintendent of privileges. 

At a meeting held in Bluefield, W. Va., May 
1, by the Board of Directors of the Bluefield- 
Grabam Fair Association, officers were elected 
as follows: Major 8. Walton, president; Dr. L. K. 
Clark, vice-president; Hoge Mason, secretary, 
and E. E. Carter, treasurer. A committee on 
concessions named P. J. Kelly as Chairman, who 
was empowered to select the other personnel of 
the committee. The function of this committee 
will be to pass upon all applications for priv- 
lleges of exhibiting various sorts of amusements, 
ete. Brief but direct addresses enlivened the 
session, in which what had been accomplished 
to date by the promoters of the fair scheme 
was reviewed, and expressed determination of 
the officials in the undertaking before them to 
equip a race course that will be second to none 
probably in the South. The dates for the fair 
have not yet been selected. 

A meeting of members of the Huron County 
(Ohio) Agricultural Society was held last week 
at Chicago Junction for the purpose of closing 
a deal whereby a site for the fair grounds will 
be purchased near that place. About forty 
bave signed a petition, subscribing not less than 
$250 each, for the purchase of land and erec 
tion of the grand stand and stables and grading 
& race track. The fair society haa the privilege 
of leasing the grounds for their meeting, and 
may also erect such necessary buildings for hold- 
ing the fair. It is the Intention of the financing 
company to build a regulation track on the 
grounds, under the direction of the American 
Trotting Association. 


The Board of Managers of the Minnesota 
State Vair are already busy with the plans for 
the fair to be held in September The amount 
set aside for cash prizes this year will be 
$90.000, as against $88,000 last year A saddie 
horse stake for a purse of $1,000 will be one 
feature and a mammoth classified horse show 
will be another. There will be a daily racing 
program and the Farm Boys’ Camp, consisting 
f one boy from each county, will again be 
installed, this camp belng composed of win- 
ners of the free trips to the fair for the best 
essays on livestock, corn, clover or alfalfa. 

Secretary M. M. Parkinson, of the Dane 
County Agricultural Society, Madison, Wis., 
contributes the following: ‘‘We think we offer 
‘2 Premiums and race purses as much, if not 
more, than any other county fair in the State, 
namely, $18,000, and we practically pay that 
mount out. We turn out crowds the equal 
of any fair in the State, our grounds are 80 
large—-117 acres—that fairs with 15 to 20-acre 
grounds apparently seem to have greater crowds, 
std are given credit for having larger crowds

Only a writer of picture- 
plays can successfully do this, and it is out of 
the average exhibitor’s line of work. 

“It might also be well to have represented on 
the Board a man whose writings have appeared 
and are appearing in almost every trade journal 
and magazine in this country. Then again, if 
Il were appointed to the Board, I would be in a 
position to help you in more ways than one—and 
you know I would do it both in writings and re- 
ports. 

“There is going to be a genera] ngnt against 
thie Ohio Board sooner or later, and it behooves

and = reports.’’ Very, Very interesting, Mr. 
Wright In your next installment of ‘‘vitriol’’ 
please explain to exhibitors the meaning of this 
ambiguity It will serve to add spice to your 
narrative Another paragraph which 1s not en- 
tirely clear, and admits of equivoca] interpreta- 
tions: ‘‘It behooves you to have people thereon 
of ability and at least one who understands how 
to gain admittance to the moving picture publi- 
cations, and can take care of the work and 
who is close to the editors and who will mold 
the exhibitors’ opinions of the Board.”

Eulletin No. 1 says that every Film Exchange 
in Ohio is co-operating with them to destroy 


the State Censor law. FINE! 
We are aware of the fact that every film 
exchange in Ohio and elsewhere has always 


sacificed their own interests to make money 
for the exhibitor. GREAT! 

The Ohio Censor law was introduea the first 
week of the Legislature and was. passed only 
four days before the Legislature closed. An 
other falsehood nailed. These same people who 
are howling and kicking were personalily will 
ing to tax every picture owner in the State 
$10 per year to pay for censoring the pictures, 
but are horrified when they think of the poor 
manufacturer and poor film exchange paying 
$1 for every reel they own and rent to the pub 
lic. If these lusty exponents of purity would 
have landed on the Censor Board, of course they 
would never have taken any of this tainted 
money that is now being paid by the exchanges 
that the exhibitors of Ohio might have protec- 
tion, and not be subject to local censor boards 


such as Cleveland had before the State law was 
passed. 


It is really pathetic to read Bulletin No. 1, 


to see how the representatives of the Glm ex 
changes beg to have the exhibitors answer them 
They claim they have been forced w fight 
The question has been asked, who pays the ex 
pense of these self-constituted guardians of the 
Exhibitors, to watch with such jealous care the 
interests of the film exchanges ana we National 
Censor Board, which received $9,000 at one time 
as a donatien from Mr. J. J. Kennedy, and 
some wonder who is donating te pay the ex 
pense of the large Cleveland Photo-Exhipitors’ 
Board of Trade. Maybe the Board of Trade Is 
like the three tailors of London, ‘‘we the peo- 
ple.”’ 

We hope and trust that enough signutures can 
be secured from the people of Ohio, and we shall 
be one of the first to sign a petition, to sub 
mit the question of censorship to a vote in the 
State of Ohio, and we predict that the vote will 
be ten to one, not only with the people, bat 
with the exhibitors, to sustain the Censor Board.

with the exception of one vote, was instructed 
to secure the passage of the bill, and there 
were over 350 bona fide motion picture exhibit- 
ors present, voting. On January 29, 1914, at 
| the Sinton Hotel, Cincinnati, O., the acnwen of 
the President of the State League was unani 
mously indorsed, and the werk of Mr. J. A. 
Maddox and Mr. H. E. Vestal, both members 
of our League, was unanimously indorsed. 

We not only wish, but urge ai rmferendum 
vote upon the subject of censorship in the State 
of Ohio We not only wish it, but will do 
everything in our power to bring it about to ex 
pose the falsehoods manufactured for a purpose, 
and those who manufactured them. We defy 
and urge these film agents, who state that the 
film exchanges are with them, to send out 
petitions and secure the signatures of the legal 
number to submit the question to the exhibitors 
and the people of Ohio. 

Now, let the office seekers go on with thelr 
work of securing a vote upon this subject, and 
we predict right now that they will not do it. 
These disappointed office seekers may fool a few 
people, but they won't keep even the few 
fooled very long, and we want the public to 
know that not one of them belongs to the Mo 
tion Picture Exhibitors’ League of America. 

Mr. Neff's bulletin is mere forceful than ele 
gant, but it shows his sincerity of purpose.

It is no particularly pleasant task to admit 
it, but every person who was fortunate enough 
in being a member of the large audience at 
the first American showing of Cabiria, in the 
Grand Ball Room of the Hotel Astor recently, 
will readily agree that anything before at- 
tempted, and particularly in this country, is 
pot even comparable to the wonderful, yes, 
and marvelous, result obtained by the manu- 
facturers of this offering, an absolute master- 
piece in the art of motion pictures, and business 
of doffing our caps to the foreign manufacturers 
is pow in perfect order. 

Had we been advised by the sonorous voice 
of a professional ‘‘barker,”” in the portals of 
the Astor Hotel, that we were about t» see 
the greatest, most stupendous, spectacular and 
colossal performance ever witnessed in the 
history of Slmdom, we would, for once, have 
come out of the “‘show’’ and agreed with him; 


aye, even to his most powerful descriptive 
adjective. 
In the first place, the Astor Hotel offered 


fitting environments for the showing of this 
masterpiece, and outside of the fact that the 
electrical amperage was insufficient (Manuel 
Klein at the organ proving an able substitute 
for the original stringed orchestra) the exhi- 
bition was quite in keeping with the unusually 
high quality of the subject presented. 

The subject, laid in the Tuird Century, B. 
C., is in itself a classic, yet it is of smal) 
import as compared to the staging and general 
technical qualities of this offering, which por- 
trays the struggle for supremacy between l.ome 
and Carthage.

Roman. Fulvio Axilla, Maciete and Cabiris 


andergo the most tragic adventures, and many 
are the occasions on which Maciste’s tremendous 
strength save bis master and Cabiria. For years 
they are separated. Maciste becomes a prisoner. 
Fulvio Axilla is engaged in the great war an 
Cabiria is a slave in Sofonisba’s palace. Svfon- 
isba and Massinisca are lovers, but after the 
defeat of the Carthaginians at Zama, Sofoni b 
takes poison. Sofonisba dreams that the Fire 
God has been robbed of a sacrifice and the hig’ 
priest, interpreting the dream, declares that 
Moloch, in his fury, brourht about the defeat 
of the Carthaginians. Therefore, it is decided 
that Cabiria shall be sacrificed, but at the point 
ef her own death Sofonisba grants Cabiria her 
freedom. Later Fulvio Axilla and Cabiria are 
united and live in peace and happiness under 
the watchful care of the faithful Maciste. 


This is but a scant outline, around which is 
linked a jong chain of incidents, taking in a 
number of years and including successful at- 
tempts in photography, staging and scenic effects 
never yet undertaken. We see the eruption of 
Mt. Etna, with smoke and lava shooting from 
its crater; terror-stricken people with their cat- 
tle fleeing to safety; rivers of fiery lava stream- 
ing down upon them; rocks crashing through 
houses and temples; pillars crashing among the 
panic-stricken inhabitants; walls caging in; the 
burning of the Roman fleet; ceremonials in the 
Temple of Moloch; a colossal structure repre- 
senting a god in the shape of a horrid monster, 
and other scenes with wonderful and novel 
Nghting and scenic effects are presented in a 
manner never reached before. Among the manr

picturesque scenes is one of particular beauty, 
displaying a string of camels and thelr owners 
ailhouetted against the sky ae they pass over 
the crest of a hill. Ancient warfare, with al) 
its horrors, is vividly reproduced. The attack- 
ing forces are repulsed with ancient imp'ements 


of war, including clever substitutes for rocks 
and het pitch. Hand-to-hand encounters are 
fourht high in the air on the city's walls, 


from which men are thrown, their places to be 
others. A more realistic affair could 
Other wonderful displays, tco 
bumerons to mention, are presented. At ‘Imes 
one imagines the entire spectacle is on a massive 
stage, as the camera moves around, comes ner 
and mores away from the subjeet in a sur- 
prisiegly even manner, The cast ts well dtted 


to the subject and the entire staging and 
costuming entirely in harmony with the story 
(fhe part of the gigantic black slave, Maciste 
is well placed. It is said that the man who 
portrayed this character was originally a porter 
and was trained to enact the role over a period 
of several months, the ‘‘supers’’ having under 
,0ne three months of physical training to fi 
them to appear before the camera. 

In this production the Itala Film Company i 
safe in saying that they have THE MASTER 
PIECE, as far as any ‘photoplay yet shown is 
concerned; a subject which offers in practically 
every other scene an exhibition, which, if alonm 
included in the average feature, would bring it 
above the standard. The picture, to be ap 
preciated, needs but to be seen.—PETE.

Photographer—Chicago Booking Agency 
Secures Pictures for String of

Chicago, May 16.—A remarkable film, show- 
ing the battle of Vera Cruz, has just been re- 
leased by Messrs. Wheeler and Snowhwok, of

These pictures were taken 
at great risk by Edwin F. Weigle, a newspaper 
photographer, who was in Vera Cruz before 
the American troops landed.

THE DAYTON CONVENTION. 


Dayton, O., May 16.—Determined to set a 
etandard of commercial usefulness and serve 
the purpose of making the exposition of the 
motion picture art profitable to both manufac- 
turer and exhibitor, the convention committee 
has decided on a series of cash awards in con- 
nection with the national assemblage here in 
Jaly. The ten exhibitors who place the largest 
orders for equipment of manufacturers having 
displays at the exposition will be giver a sub- 
etantial bonus in money. By this means, the 
exposition directors, says Managing Director 
George H. Wiley, hope to enlist widespread 
interest in the exhibits and foster that spirit 
of personal contact and inspection that in- 
variably begets results and makes such con 
tact personal 

This, the second international exposition of 
the motion picture art, will bave at its dis- 
posal more than 30,000 square feet of floor 
epace in Memorial Building. Every appliance 
and device employed in the motion picture in- 
dustry will be exhibited for the especial benefit 
of the exhibitor, of whom more than 9,000 are 
expected to attend. 

An added interest is given the convention io 
a big parade set for Wednesday, July 8, when, 
it is anticipated, several thousand exhibitors, 
manufacture-s, supply men, photoplay actors 
and others will participate. Twenty-five dollars 
in cash will be given each to the shortest, the 
tallest, fattest and leanest man in the parade. 
Supplemental prizes of desirable character and 
magnitude will be awarded for the best float 
in the procession, for the State branch repre 
sentation (Ohio excepted) and for the State 
branch having the largest number of members 
coming the greatest distance. 

In addition to the parade, an old-fashion 
barbecue with the service of burgoo, such as 
the connolseurs made to contribute to the fame 
of Kentucky will be served. Visits to the 
Wright aviation field, to the Cash Register 
Plant, Soldiers’ Home and other places 
of interest will add attractiveness and social 
interest to the program. 

The convention itself will be concerned with 
many important problems affecting the mo- 
tion picture business. It has been decided to 
conduct the business sessions daily during the 
Week from 10 in the morniny until 1 in the 
afternoon. The exposition will be opened each 
morning at 9.30 to enable the exhibitors, who 
are not identified with the national league, to 
give the largest apportionment of time to the 
myriad displays A limited time will be civen 
the general public, also, to inspect the appli- 
ances and obtain at least a partial knowledge 
of the inner workings of cinematography. 

The chief thought, however, is the bringing 
together of the manufacturers and exhibitors. 

With pressure upon a button at the State 
house in Columbus, 79 miles away, Governor 
Cox will formally open the convention and ex- 
position Monday morning, July 6.

CIRCUS AND WILD WEST 


THE TROUBLE OF THE WALLACE GOLDEN 
RULE SHOWS. 


Writing from Elk’s Point, S. D., under date 
of May 15, Manager S. P. Wallace throws some 
new and interesting light on the trvupie that 
his shows experienced at Bronson, ia., may 9. 

It occurred at the night show. A big crowd 
was present and the blues were crowded. A 
big guy carrying a baby, concluded that he 
would not wait to be seated by tue actencants, 
who were making room on the blues as fast as 
possible, end had already found a seat for his 
wife, so he stepped over the guard rope and 
helped himself to a seat in the reserves. 

Then to show that though big in bulk, he was 
pretty small after all; he refused to give up the 
price—one dime. 

Tbe usher insisted. The big guy, wuose name 
was Johnson, grew nettled, and handing bis baby 
to a by-stander, took a punch at the usher, 

A second later he took the count, and not 
more than a minute he was taking in deep 
breaths of the outside air. 

Then he rallied a mob of his friends, with the 
intention of cutting the show duwu. it was a 
very fierce mob, but when it looked into a shot 
gun leveled at it by Mr. Wallace, it was de- 
mobilized with celerity and called loudly for the 
police, who arrested Will Hinich, S. P. Wallace, 
George Armstrong and Charles Still. They were 
arraigned before Justice of the Peace, E. G. 
Smith, in Sioux City. 

After being in jail for three days and being 
served food unfit to eat, and which they refused 
to partake of until L. C. Wallace arrivea from 
Red Oak, and sent in swell] rations from a 
nearby hotel, they were finally giver a hearing 
in: Justice Smith's Court, May 13, at 2 p.m. 

His honor promptly released Armst.reng, Still 
and Hinich, and also exonerated S. P. Wallace, 
but held him for pointing fire-arms. 

Wallace promptly took an appeal on the 
grounds that he was simply defending his son's 
property, and resorted only to rightful measures. 
He gave bond in the sum of $2,500, and will 
get a hearing in S:ptember. 

Also, be will sue Johnson for false arrest. 
Still, Armstrong and Hinich bave already filed 
suit against him for $250.00, and it 18 a safe 
bet that it will be a long time before he tries 
to do a showman out of a dime agatn. 

It is needless to say that Mr. S. P. Wallace 
deserves the thanks, approval and support of 
showmen generally, and that if he needs it, they 
will come to his assistance and back him in his 
fight to the bitter end.

ADVENTURES OF PETE CONKLIN. 


By Himself, 


“How Dan Rice Got His Night Cap." 


As 1 was seated in my comfortable home, 
1776 West Eighth street, Brooklyn, N, Y., on 
the 43d anniversary of my marriage, with my 
wife and son, l’eter Jr., my daughter and son- 
in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Floyd H, Fox, and thelr 
two sons, and brother George and his wife, Itt 
made me feel happy to be surrounded by all 
that was dear to me. One of the boys asked 
me to tell them bow | started in the circus 
business, and whether I was always a clown. 

No, I didn’t start in as a clown, 1 was 
raised in Cincinnati, which was one of the 
greatest circus towns in those years, and bey- 
like, 1 was much interested in the circus, So 
my pale and 1 used to practice tumbling. We 
got so that we could tumble as well as the 
best of them. I was very anxious to get into 
the circus business and full of ambition. One 
day, as 1 was walking by the Western Museum, 
on Sycamore street, ] noticed a card in the 
window, “‘Boy Wanted."’ 1 walked in aud offered 
my services. The wanager said be wanted a 
boy to beat the bass drum. He asked me if 
I bad ever beat a bass drum. 1 said, *‘No, but 
it wouldn’t take we long to learn,’’ so de guve 
me a trial and 1 made good, and I've been foi- 
lowing the bass drum ever aince, 

In spring all circuses opened and there was 
great opposition, There was old John Robin 
son's Circus, Spalding & Rogers, and Jolinsen 
& May’s. Dan Kice was the clown with Spald'ns 
& Rogers. To outdo the other shows he adver 
tised to pass all children in free Ww. , 
Wallet was the clown and jester with Jobn & 
May’s Circus. So Wallet, net to be outdone wy 
Dan Rice, advertised to pass iu all children free, 
especially all boys that could tumble. So threc 
of us, Sam Keilubardt, Awer Kichardson and 
I went to the circus, and 1 was spokesman, J 
said to Wallet, *‘We see by the papers that 


you are going to pass in all boys who can 
tumbie. He asked, “‘what can you do?’ i 
Started in and turned a row of flip-flops and oe 
somersault, which astonished him He sald: 
“You are all right. Can the others do as well?” 
And they did just the same. Lik assed us ia, 
gave us a seat pear the ring And just before 
their great tumltling act went into the 1'ug, be 
took us into the dressing room and made us take 
off our shoes and roll up our | ts Hie thea 
took us back in the ring and introduced us te 
the audience, and in his announcement he sail 
be wanted to show the people of Ciocinnati Just 


what great talent they had. Well, we went 
into the act and got rounds of pplause and 
made a great hit. He asked our names and said 
if we stuck to the business we would make our 
mark. 1 took his advice and took my brother 


in with me, and we practiced a brother act 
And our first engagement was. with Major 
Brown's Circus in 1859. 1 started in as clown 


with Mabey’s Circus, where | succeeded Tony 
Pastor, Since, 1] have travelid with all the 
leading shows, from Jolin Robinson's to Bar 
num & Bailey's. Iu 1866 | was engaged to »pen 
with Forepaugh & O'Brien's Show in VDhiladel 
phia, to appear in the same ring with Dan 
Rice and W. F. Wallet, two of the greatest 
clowns of the day. Iban Rice was the great 
American clown, and Wallet was the Queen of 
England's jester. 1 had not Met Mr. Wallet 
since I was a boy in Cincinnati, in 1854 ile 
was very much surprised when he found ou 
that 1] was one of the boys be had passed in 
the circus for tumbling. He remembered me 
then and sald: ‘Well, well, now you are a big 
man and playing clown in the same ring wi.h 
me. And you bave made your mark."’ He bad 
me go into the ring with him and the old ‘ester, 
with tears in his eyes, told the story to the 
audience, The clowne were the feature of the 
show, and they both did their best, told their 
very best jokes, and it was no smal! task to 
go in the ring after those two famous artists, 
and especially as it was my first appearance in 
Philadelphia. I played for Charlie Fish's at 
and to be noticed, I had to work up something 
new. I went Into the ring with a hurrah and 
a round of filp-Gops and a high back somersault, 
which so differed from the otber jesters, that I 
caught on tig. Mr. Fish was a firet-class trick 
rider, but very uncertain. On this night we 
‘wanted to do something extra, to turn a somer 
sault on one foot over an object. a very difficult 
feat. He tried and failed and I made excnacs, 
saying the horse was running bad, and the ring 
wae bad, etc., until the audience began to get 
tired. But Mr. Fish was determined to do that 
feat. So 1 helped him ont. | said to tlhe ring 
master, Tom Kink: “Il know just where the 
fault lies, It ism’t the horse's fault. It isa‘t 
the rider’s fault, nor the fault of the ring."’ So 
the ringmaster said: “If you know where the 
fault is, please tell ns."’ I led him In front of 
the orchestra and pointed to the man with the 
big born, and sald: Every time he blows In that 
he blowe Mr. Fish off the horse.’ Then che 
ringmaster said to the man with the big horn: 
“Please don’t tiow into that horn until Mr 
Fish has accomplished this great feat."" Then 
Fish astouished everyone by deine tne trick, 
while the audience applauded. This little raire 
of mine made me a great favorite tn [hila- 
delphia. Several years ago 1 was walking on 
Rroadway and met a gentleman who greeted wre 
very cordially. I didn't remember him, until 
he eald: ‘Why I'm the man whom you sald blew 
Charlie Fish off the horse."’ 


I traveled with Dan Rice's Show in 1879. We 
played clown for the same act, which was the 
feature of the show, Dan Rice would co into 
the ring first and tell several jokes and his 
tronbles, He would say: “I've been reported 
dead, but I still Ive. They tried to rot me of 
my name. But they conldn't do it, because Its 
blown in the bottle. I've been married three 
times, and I've got sense enongh to sleep alone.” 
He would sing a verse of a song. Then he would 
eay: “‘What Ia the nee of me trving to «ing, 
I'll introduce my young friend, Veter “Conklin. 
br the by. a nephew of Rosese Conklin.” I would 
enter the ring and finish the act 

In our travels we struck many temnerarce 
towns. Dan was always used to taking Wis 
night cap before he retired, Once we «tuck 
a town where there wae no liquor to be had 
So Dan ssid: “eter, T moet have my night 
cap, you try to find someone that bas some 
liquor.”” After inquiring I found the ouly man
